ROAD AGENT’S REPORT 
OF THE TOWN OF HILL. 


In presenting this report of my administration of the 
office of road agent, it seems necessary to give an item- 
ized account of the receipts and expenditures for the 
year, in order that the tax payers may know just how 
their money has been expended. 

It is well known that when I was elected, the bridges 
and culverts throughout the town were ina very danger- 
ous condition, several stringers being so badly rotted 
that they fell into the brook before Icould getthe mate- 
rialto rebuild the bridges. I found it necessary to rebuild 
wholly, or replank, thirteen, at a cost of $255. Many of 
the culverts were in about as dangerous condition, and 
I have built new or repaired twenty-seven at a cost of 
$185. The expense of repairing washouts last spring 
was $115. $65 has been expended in cutting bushes, 
and $12 in blasting stones from the highways of the 
town. (For convenience we use dollars only and not 
the odd cents. ) 

Improvements on Main street:-We have had but very 
‘little improvement on the highway leading from Frank- 
lin to Bristol for several years, until 1900, when agent 
Newton made a good start in the right direction by cov- 
ering quite a strip of the sand road with marl. I have 
expended on the village street the past season, $119 for 
grading, $32 repairing bank wall, and $405 laying con- 
crete, making a total of $556. I am aware there has 
been much opposition to this way of expending the 
money, but I considered it but right that those who pay 
a large part of the taxes in town, should receive a part 
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of the benefit of the amount expended on highways, and 
we should all realize that improvements at the village 
will favorably affect the price of real estate all through 
the town. Of the $1,500 paid me by the town, $164 has 
been paid for outstanding bills, leaving only $1,336 
which I have expended of the amount. 

A word in regard to the concrete walk I have put in. 
Before deciding to lay this myself, I obtained bids from 
several parties who are in the business, and found it 
would cost us nearly $700 to put in such a walk as I 
considered would be satisfactory and economical. I 
have laid the walk for $405, including about $15 worth 
of stock, which we have on hand. Todo this, I have 
been obliged to furnish the use of about $100 worth of 
tools free of cost to the town. It will be seen later on 
that aside from the amount contributed by the citizens, 
the whole expense at the village is only $373.45, which 
is not a large amount considering there has been but a 
very meager sum expended here for the past ten years. 

As there doubtless will be a free rural mail delivery 
established, it will be necessary that the roads be kept 
’ in good condition, and I would advise that the agent 
for the next term be empowered to make one or more 
snow rollers, to be used and kept in the back part of the 
town, and one on the river road. Owing to the large 
amount of work to be done, I have not been able to cut 
as many bushes as I intended, and believe that $100 
more should be expended on this work, and removing 
large stones from the highways the present year. The 
tax payers in the up-town locality should be willing to 
have a strip of concrete walk laid each year until the 
length of the street is covered. Itis not unreasonable 
to ask this, as, of the total tax paid, $1,939 is paid by 
those living on the river road, or near the village, while 
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the other parts of the town, including non-residents, 
pay $1,262. 

Former agents have asserted that the roads and 
bridges in town cannot be kept in order for less than 
$1,200 per year. I feel confident that this sum, if prop- 
erly expended the present year, would keep the roads 
aud bridges in good repair, and finish the concrete walk 
to the lower end of the street, as very little expense will 
be required to keep bridges in repair. These should be 
kept in repair and not allowed to get in such bad condi- 
tion as I found them, as it does not give a fair showing 
to the agent who does honest, thorough work. ‘The past 
season has been the worst for years to keep roads in 
repair, and yet with all the washouts repaired and 
bushes cut, it has cost less than $570 to do this work, 
(with all outstanding bills included;) and without 
either of these items, (which are extras over the past 
few years’ expense, ) it will not exceed $380, including 
all outstanding claims that I have contracted to March

' JT regret that owing to my forced absence from town 
last fall, i was unable to properly finish the fence along 
the bank wall, and was obliged to leave unfinished 
other work that would have been small expense, but 
would add much to the appearance of the work done.
